Wasuineton, May 21.—The scene in 
the House this morning is confusing if 
not exciting. The members on both 
sides seem to be trying to outvie each 
other in creating noise, rather than 
give any intelligent consideration to 
the tariff bill. It is impossible to un- 
derstand what is said, applause. and 
laughter and cries of ‘‘ Louder drown- 
ing the voices of the speakers, No re- 
spect was given to the rules and no at- 
tention was paid to the recognition of 


the chairman, and uproar was the or- 


der of the hour. At non. the commit- 
inittee rose and reported’ the bill to the 
Honse. 

The committee amendment to re- 
store jute yarns from 30 per cent. (as 


in the bill) to 35 per cent., the present 


rate, was rejected—yeas 113, nays 144. 
The effect is to reduce the duty 5 per 
cent. by taking advantage of a mis- 
print in the bill, and is the first Dem- 
ocratic victory so far. 

The previous question on the en- 
vrossment and third reading of the 
bill and its amendments was ordered 
by.a vote of yeas 161, nays 143. Cole- 
man of Louisiana and Featherstone of 
Arkansas were the only Republicans 
voting in the negative.

Butterworth opposed the amend- 
ment? and said he regretted that there 
was no oppourtunity to ascertain the 
opivion on his own side ‘of the house 
touching this bill. The Committee of 
the Whole big proreeded along the 
lines of the bill fora number of days, 
nd then gentlemen in the Committee 
n Ways and Meuns had taken the 
Hoor and held it with their amend- 
ments until nearly the last hour, 
o that amendments which other gen- 
emen might desire to submit could

In “The Tale of Two Cities” the 
mother dies before the story begins. 

Then there is Mrs. Coleman (a crim- 
inal). Mrs. Merdle and Mrs. Gowan

ens’ mothers are all objectiong ble. 

Thackeray's only concession is Mrs.

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THE COURTCOUS SWEDES. | 
Points Which Attract the Attention of 
_ Travelers in Oscar's Kingdom. 
The beautiful politeness and couttesy | 
of the Swedes is a thing that is very 
striking to visitors, writes a contribhutor 
to Temple Bar. They have a large a> 
sortment of bows, bobs, courtesies and 
hat-liftings, according to age and [sex, 
but the lifting of the hat to merp ac- 
quaintances reaches, I fancy, much! 
lower down in the social scale than plse- | 
where in Europe; it looks odd to sed the 
butcher-boy in a blouse elaborately | 


‘taking Uff his hat to the baker's agsist- | 


ant. Isuspéct, on examination, Swed- 
ish hats would be found to contain 4 lit- 
tle-extra stiffening, in order to enable 
them to stand thé wear and tear of 
these greetings in the market-place$. | 

On one occasion, when going by 
steamboat to Upsala, I noticed a very 
quaint example of this National trait. | 
The steamboat, as it nears Upsala,’ 
passes through many shallow reaches of | 
the Malar lake, where tbe depth of 
water is insufficient to allow of the |pas- 
sengers being landed in the ordipary 
manner directly on to landing stages, 
and so have to be taken on shore in 
small boats. The ferryman on shipping 
his complement of passengers would 
first take a dozen strokes or so in order 
to clear the screw of the steamer, and 
then would carefully lay aside bis oars, 
rise from his seat, and take off hig hat 
with a solemn bow to the people sitting 
in the stern whom he had just taken off 
the deck of the ‘steanfer. He whuld 
then row on again and put them ashore. 
This did not occur as an isolated in- 
stance, but regularly every time the 
passengers had to be landed by shore- 
boats. 

The women of the middle and lower 
classes are little if at all behind their 
husbands and brothers in this mater 
Their good temper and pretty behavior 
are worthy of all praise. The seryant 
girls in Dalecarlian peasant dress, the 
cafe-mamsellee and the young personsy 
employed in shops all make the pretti+ 
est of all possible little bob courtesies, 
and so, oddly enough, do the young la- 
dies of good family up to the day of, 
their confirmation, which ceremony 
takes place rather later than with us, 
generally about the age of sixteen. 
From that day forth they put their hair 
up and take to bowing.’ 

The Upsala students amuse one a 
good deal by the elaboration and cere- 
‘mooiousness Of their manners. Any 
day during the vacation afew of them 
may be seen gathered around a table in 
the garden cafes of Ilasselbacken or 
Tivoli, drinking their punch. They are 
mostky.lads under twenty, but they. bow 
to each other, and make little civil 
speeches, and pledge each other with 
solemn salutation, all according to the 
strictest Swedish etiquette, as if they 
were middle-aged gentlemen of high 
dignity and position but slightly ac- 
quainted with one another. They cer- 
tainly take themselves very seriously. 

The custom of pledging or health- 
drinking is a survival from very ancient 
times. The glassis raised, a slight bow 
made, the word rat (literally bow) 
pronounced, followed by another slight 
bow, when the glass is replaced on the 
table, generaliy empty; it is not de 
rigueur, however, that it should be so, 
but in Denmark, where a similar cus- 
tom obtains, the glass must always be 
drained to the last drop. To English 
eyes it appears quaint to see this com- 
plicated ceremonial observed toward 
each other by college companions not 
yet out of their teens. 

Another point which soon attracts the 
attention of visitors is the punctilious 
honesty and truthfulness of the Swedes; 
this is best seen in the many little in- 
cidents of daily life. When asking for 
places at the theater, for instance, the 
ticket clerk never fails to inform you if, 
owing to the crowded state of the house, 
a better position would be secured with 
a cheaper ticket than the one asked 
for. Again, when parcels are taken 
out by steamers from Stockholm 
to country places in the neigh- 
borhood they are just thrown out on 
to the quay, where they frequently re- 
main half the day without being claimed. 
It never seems to occur to any one that 
they could possibly be taken by any one 
Hut their rightful owners. On a trip of 
any length, as for instance to Gothen- 
burg by canal, a little béok lies in the 
saloon of the steamer in Which each pas- 
senger keeps his own account of the 
number of meals, cafes, cognacs, etc., 
he may take during the journey. But, 
indeed, it is impossible to talk to a 
Swede for any length of time and not 
see how incapable of any meanness or 
dishonesty he must be. There is nearly 
always a simplicity and straightforward- 
ness of manner the very antipodes of 
affectation, which is certainly a very 
pleasing attribute, and which can 
scarcely faii to convince the least ob- 
servant person that he has before him 
a man who thoroughly respects himself, 
and who walks very steadfastly on the 
straight line. The Swedes, you feel, 
are @ nation of gentlemen down to the 
coal-heavers and the wharf-men.
